“The home-made will and the print- 
ed form filled up are sometimes worse 
than no will at all. In many cases 
they are an expensive economy. They, 
no doubt, save a lawyer's fee at the 
time, but they often cost many times 
the fee before they can be put intyu 
operation, ‘There -is an old saying 
‘that a man who is his owa lawyer 
has a fool for his client--a saying 
which applies much to lawyer: 
themselves as to the rest of mankind, 
for even eminent judges who have 
written their own wills have some- 
times made a mess, of them, 

“And, finally, the place for a man's 
will is in the safe in his lawyer's 
office. A man has been known to put 
his will so safely away that careful 
search has not revealed its hiding: 
place until, perhaps years afterward, 
it turns up in the family Bible; and 
‘eases are not unknown where a inale- 
volent person, finding a will in a de- 
ceased’s repositories, has put it into 
the fire. These and other reasons 
make it evident that. a man should 
not retain his will in his own pos- 
session.”
